DOM ESTIC N EW S. 


The G reat Storm an d F Ioods-L sss of Life. 
P itts b d b g (Pa.), February 7th.—The indi­ 
cations point to another flood, this time from 
the Monongahela river. 
A heavy rain fell 
along tte valley yesterday and last night, 
and dlspatchee from up the river this morn­ 
ing report the water iinng rapidly. 
T hirty 
feet is expected here by to-morrow, 
P ittsburg 
( P a ), February 7th.—From 
present indications this section will b- visited 
before morning with tho greatest flood for 
fifty year?. 
All day yesterday and la.t night 
rain fell in torrents at all points iu Monocga- 
hela valley, the record ehowing a total rain­ 
fall of 150 inches. 
This melted and carried 
off the snow on the mountains, and scon the 
creeks and streams at the headwaters were 
converted into small livers, and pouring vol­ 
umes of w ater into the Monongahela valley. 
This morning came reports from points above 
of a booming river, but not until neon was 
there any ri*e in the river, which commenced 
swelling at th at hour, and has since been ris­ 
ing rapidly. 
Dispatches fiom M organtown, 
W . V a., Greensboro and Brownsville, Pa., 
and other towns along the banks, report the 
water still rising at the rate of six to eighteen 
inches an hour. 
M any places are already 
partially submerged, and great destruction of 
property is anticipated. 
A t this point it was 
25 feet a t 10 o’clock to-night, and from the 
amount of 
water 
yet 
to 
come it is 
thought 
there 
will 
bo 
from 
32 
to 
35 feet before the fl >od reaches its hight. 
Beyond the damage done by inundation, and 
the passible washing away of the old Smith- 
fielo-Btreet bridge, which is in a bad condi­ 
tion, no apprehension -is felt here as to the 
outccmo. 
W hat ice is still in the Mononga­ 
hela and Yonghiogheny rivers is thought to 
be so rot'ed by the thaw of last week as to be 
in a condition to do no damage. -Portions of 
Allegheny C ity end South Side are now un­ 
der water, and by tc-morrow morning it is 
expected th at the mills and factories along 
the rivers will be compelled to suspend opera­ 
tions. Fam ilies in the lower parts of the city 
are moving their goods to places of safety and 
deserting their homes. 
The Alleghei y river 
¡8 also rising, but no serious damage ie antici­ 
pated trom tb at quarter. 
W ilkesbarre (Pa.), February 7th.—Peo­ 
ple living a'ong the river front in this city 
are now in dread of the river cveiflswing to­ 
night. 
Those living in the lower part cf 
to a n are making preparations to move in 
case a second ice-gorge is formed opposite the 
jail. 
The flats between here and Kingston 
are covered with about nine feat of water. 
The rain of last Dight swelled the mountain 
streams. 
Should the ice remain in the bed of 
the river much longer, there is eveiy proba­ 
bility of the greater portion of tho city being 
inundated. 
P o r t D e p o s it (Md.), February 7th.—The 
ice-gorge in the Susquehanna extends two 
miles. 
The ice below the gorge is film for 
three mites. 
A ll day people in exposed 
placee have been removing valuables. 
The 
lumber dealers have put out booms around 
their yard?, and warehouse men have hGisted 
their stocks of grain, fertilizer?, etc , into the 
upper stories. 
The river has been rising all 
day at m any point?, and vast quantities of 
mush ice is passing down. 
A t several points 
gorges have formed, caucing rapid rises, but 
most of the gorges wore away. 


C in c in n a ti (O.), February 7th.—The rain 
continued till toward daylight, when tne 
tem perature fell below the freezing point. 
To-day the indications show snow. 
The in­ 
terruptions to the telegraph indicate a heavy 
rain in mariy places. 
The W estern U nion 
office at M arietta, Ohio, is reported under 
water. 
No direct communication 
havirg 
been bad with th at point for some time indi­ 
cates a great fl .-ud in tne Uiilo river. 
Ih e re 
is much wire trouble throughout K entucky 
and Indiana, caused by the sleet on wires 
breaking the poles.

Cincinnati, 
February 7th.— The Ohio 
river is rising here nine inches an hour, and 
at the ssme rafe at Portsm outh acd Catdets- 
burg. 
H eavy ice ia reported to have reached 
Portsm outh. 
The river ha3 risen to tbirty- 
six feet at W heeling, and is beginning to rise 
again. 
The heavy raine on the side streams 
will cause a rapid rise along the river. 
The 
Big Sandy river ia higher than it has been 
for ten years. 
W averlt (O .), February 7th.—The Scioto 
river is overflowing the bottcm lands, and 
rising at the rate cf two and one-half inches 
an hour. 
The town of Jasper is flooded by 
the breaking of the levee, and the damages 
are enormous. 


M a r ie t t a (O .), February 7th.—The whole 
lower part of tho city is overflowed. 
The 
river is rising three inches an honr. 
H un­ 
dreds of people have been driven ont of their 
hou-e?. 
A meeting was held to-night to or­ 
ganize relief measures. 


P o r tsm o u th (0.), F ebrutry 7th.—The Ohio 
river marks 47 feet 4 inches, and is rising at 
the rate of four inches an hour. 
The water 
is already in the houses in the upper p srt of 
the city. 


T o le d o (O.), February 7th.—There is still 
great die trees from the fl >od a t towns above 
here on the Maumee. 
The water has fallen 
abont three feat at Defiance. 
A t Napoleon 
the bank of the canal is reported to be giving 
way, flooding the entire country. 
A t the 
town of Florida, 40 miles above here, the 
water has risen 33 feet. 
Every family in 
town has been driven from its home, aod 
many heve taken reiuge in the school-houses, 
and others in the brick church, and both 
buildings are crowded. 
The flour mill will 
be swept away. 
Gcods and provisions have 
been lest from houses and stores to a large 
amount. 
M any bead of live stock also per­ 
ished. 
The river is fallirg this evening at 
Perrysburg, nine miles above. 
The weather 
ia clea<-, anil the danger of a flood here is 
thought to be past. 
S t e u b e n v ille (O.), February 7:b.—The 
water works are submerged, and m anufact­ 
uring establishments are closed. 
The river ie 
32 feet, and rising. 


C h ic a g o , February 7fb.—The city authori­ 
ties fear great damage by the flooding of base­ 
ments in the city in case of a sudden thaw. 
The entire w inter’s snow has accumulated in 
the streets and is piled above the sidewalks, 
and if a gorge forms in the river there will be 
no outlet for the vast volume of water from 
the watershed to the west. 
LAFAYETTE_ (Ind.), February 7th.— The 
W abash continues to rise, and a num ber of 
families are homeless, being flooded ont. 
Sixty-five cattle in the yards have been sur­ 
rounded the past two days, and in an attem pt 
to ewim out to-day all were drowned. 


I n d ia n a p o lis (Ind.), February 7th.—The 
rivers in this vicinity have fallen, but heavy 
rains have been prevailing since noon. About 
100 families were driven from their homes by 
the floods. 
A t IV :u thirty families » n 
homeless, losing greatly.

United States Consul Frank Leland, 
located at Hamilton, Ontario, in his late 
report to the State Department incloses 
several editorial extracta from prominent 
newspapers as reflecting what is the aver­ 
age Canadian sentiment in regard to the 
United States. 
While some of these are 
coarse, it must be admitted that there is 
wit in snch as refer with facetions con­ 
tempt to the American navy. 
Mr. Leland 
says that the policy of the Canadian Gov­ 
ernment and press upon all kindred ques­ 
tions is to bnild up, sustain, and extend, 
at all hazards, British ascendency on that 
side of the line, and to crush out in its in­ 
fancy any. sentiment which in any sense 
favors republicanism. The herculean efforts 
which are now being made to bnild up and 
people Manitoba, and make it an addi­ 
tional wheat-growiDg and bread-supplying 
dependency of Kogland, is but a part and 
parcel of this general Britisb-Canadian pol­ 
icy. 
Mr. Leland should not think this 
strange. 
The Canadian Government, in 
making 
herculean efforts to bnild 
up 
and develop its own territory, is not neces­ 
sarily in an unfriendly attitude toward the 
American Republic 
. 


NO WHIPPING POST.

His Utter is expository 
of the system of tho University, and wid be found 
to be filled with information, aud to he well worthy 
ft careful reading—especially by the legislators who 
are Boon- tobe called on to pass measures for the 
relief of the first institution of the State.

It ia charged that the City Trusteee, in 
making tax levies in the past two year*, 
have taken “ Bnap judgment,” whatever 
that- may mean, upon their constituent*, 
aud that this baa been done in the interest 
of holders of coupons and city bonds. 
This ia, in plain English, a charge that tho 
gentlemen referred to have violated their 
oaths of office and have been derelict of 
duty. 
The local journal which makes this 
allegation doss so with deliberation, bat 
saves a point behind which to retrea. by 
expressing it a3 its “ judgment. 
A^e are 
neither the champions of the City Trus­ 
tees, nor in their counc’l s ; but at the 
hazard 
of 
being 
denounced 
as 
the 
organ of bloated and grasping bond­ 
holders, we undertake, in behalf of Sacra­ 
mento and common fairness, to suggest 
that cuch a charge ia unwarranted. 
We 
have obeervod the administration of the 
present Beard, and have found it wise, dis­ 
creet and solely in the interests of the 
people of the city of Sacramento. 
We 
have seen nothing in the conduct of theee 
gentlemen, since their advent into office, 
to warrant the indictment so coarsely pre­ 
ferred against them. 
The simple truth is 
that under their administration the affairs 
of the city, under adverse circumstances, 
have been so conducted that a reduction 
of taxation is about to take place of no 
less than twenty per cent., while continu­ 
ance of the same policy will bring the tax 
levy next year to the low figure of §1 20, 
probably. 
The Trustees are just as honest 
as the men who doubt their integrity, and 
the attempt to cast odium upon them be­ 
cause they, in official position, differ as to 
city financial affairs from some who are not 
under the legal oath, is unpardonable and 
not in the line of legitimate critciem. 
The 
city of Sacramento must preserve its good 
name and credit, and abide by all decisions 
made under the law. She cannot afford, in 
the slightest degree, to suggest repudiation, 
for repudiation is dishonesty, and he who 
advocates it is dishonest. 
There is no good 
citizen, property-holder or not, who does 
not desire that the city shall prosper, and 
who does not realize that a low rate of 
taxation is desirable ; in fact, that the pos 
sikle minimum shall be reached as soon as 
is possible—and once reached, maintained. 
There is no good citizen, he he rich or poor, 
who does not desire the bifrdena of govern­ 
ment to rest as lightly as is possible ; but, 
at the same time, there is no good citizen 
who will advocate repudiation in any form 
whatsoever. 
The iterated cry for a given 
arbitrary rate of taxation irrespectivo of 
the surrounding conditions, is of no mo­ 
ment whatever in the face of our duty be­ 
fore the law. 
Until it is established that 
Messrs. BrowD, Gutenberger and Ryan 
have willfully violated their solemn oaths 
of office, or 
neglected 
their bounden 
duty, all good and right minded citizens 
will indulge in the presumption that they 
have been faithful and honest. 
So far as 
this journal is concerned, its position is 
well known. 
It favors the lowest taxation 
possible consistent with honest dealing be 
fore the law and the credit and fair fame 
of the city, and the blotting out or adjust­ 
ment of her indebtedness on the very

It was well said before the 
Railroad Commissioners at San Francieco 
on Monday that “ certain few of the com­ 
munity seem incessantly agitated by doubts 
of the present and fears for the future, 
ever reflecting and commenting on the im 
probable, much to the neglect of usefnl in 
dustry.

AFTSRSOOS SESSION. 
Reddy continued his remarks in favor of S. B. 121, 
and the bill was finally gassed to third reading. 
S. B. 117 and S. B. 140, relative to the publication

The Senate went into executive session for the 
gmrgiose of considering the appointment of R. II.

S. B 182, concerning persons gtassing through in­ 
closed laud, tearing down fences, aud hinting upon 
inolo-ed lands. This bill, as well as S. B. 183, was 
continued until the same tinte. 
S. B. 72, providing for the care of insane crim­ 
inals and grersons charged with crime, came up on 
motion to reconsider the vote by wh’ch the enacting 
clause was stricken out on first reading. The mo 
tion to reconsider wis carried, and Knight moved 
the enacting clause be restored. Carried. Perry 
introduced an amendment changing the location of 
the prison from Folsom to Sau Quentin. Carried. 
liiiigll*- -iflond an nmendln-nt, making tha appro­ 
priation ¿10,(300 in lieu of §29,000, and Kellogg of­ 
fered as an amendment that it be made §5,000. The 
latter was lost and the fnrmer adopted. 
S. B. 98, relating to proceedings for new trials, 
was read a second time. 
f iicher introduced a hill to divide the State of 
Ca'ifornia into Congressional Districts. 
W. W. Doughty i ffered a resolution direc ing the 
State Printer to report upon the cost of printing 
school books. Ad< ¡tied. 
Spcnccr of Napa presented a petition requesting 
tiiat iu the pn giaratiou of the bill for the organiza­ 
tion and maintenance of municii>a! corg>orations 
there should be a provision allowing for a small tax 
for the maintenance of a free public library, to he 
kept open every cvcniog. Ordered printed. 
The Senate then adjourned. 


ASSEMBLY. 


The Assembly met at 10 A. M., Spcaket La Rue in 
the chair, aud quorum present. 
Prayer by the 
Chagilain. 
Messrs. Sweetlahd and Ferry were given an in 
definite leave of absence on account of sickness. 
The reading o' the minutes was disgtensed with, and 
the argument on A. B. 308, relative to railroad com­ 
panies, was resumed. 
Cutter m-‘- cd to strike out Section 4, which for­ 
bids any railroad company organized under the laws 
of this State to accept any charter or franchise from 
any other Stats. 
Barry opgvosed the motion briefly, 
and was followed by Cutter, who advocated it. 
Grang3r, t turbo and Sinon also opgoosed the motion, 
and there was a running argument ugton the ques. 
tion, resulting in its defeat by- a vote of 16 to 52. 
Mr. Leverson i ffered an amendm-nt to tho sec­ 
tion, which forbids any company organized under our 
law to accept a foreign franchise without receiving 
consent of two-tbirJs ot the Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioner?. The amendment was seconded by Cutter, 
and Granger ( ffered as an amendment, “'w ithout 
the consent of the Legislature of this State,” and ar­ 
gued that the Railroad Commission had not power 
to grant such authority. 
Lcverson contended that they had, and upon this 
gmint he vas reinforced by Cutler, who quoted the 
Cor.stitutiou upon the point, and said if the Consti­ 
tution meant anything at all, thiB bill was of no 
value whatsoever and was entirely unconstitutional, 
as it tak-s away from the Board of Rdlway Commis 
sinners powers which the Constitution gives them. 
Granger opgtosed the substitute. 
He said the 
Legislature could not delegate one of the prerogative 
rights of the Legislature to any Commi-ston. 
Ntorke and Caminetti both spoke against the sub 
stitnte, and it was defeated by about the same vote as 
the previous question. 
Coleman offered os an amendment, “ Unless hy 
Biwcial charter," and this amendment, after debate, 
shared the fate of its predecessors. 
Sections 5 and 6 were passed without amendment, 
but when Section 7 was read, which provides that 
if any railroad corporation vio'ated any provision of 
the Act its property should be confiscated by the 
State, Cutter iffered as an amendment, “ audits 
Directors shall be imprisoned for life." Ruled out 
of order. 
Johnston moved to strike out Section 0, which is 
as fo lows: “ On the expiration or forfeiture of 
the charter of any railroa I cor¡ oration, its roRd ar.d 
appnrtenanccs and I ight of way acquired by it re­ 
main vested in tho people of thi .State for public 
uses. Its other property shall be sold, and the pro­ 
ceeds, after payment of its debts and liabilities, di­ 
vided among its stockholders." 
Johnston objected to tho section, as it might work 
a reverggon to the State of private property leased to 
the railroad, and (great quantities cf land secured hy 
the railroad hy ¡trivate purchase. “ it is clearly un­ 
constitutional, illogical, i.rationai and outrageous.” 
The lluuse refused to strike out by a vote of 47 
to 17. 
The bill was finally pasted to a third reading, bo- 
ing only amended so as to correct tygiograpliica] 
errors, ordered engrossed and printed, and made a 
sgtecial order for this morning at 10 o’clock. 
iieforts front standing committees were received 
with recommendations. 
New hills were introduced as follows: 
By Farley, relative to notice of assessment on 
stock. 
By Atwell, to amend Section 28.3 of Aitlcle I. 
Chapter 1, Title 1 of Part IV. of the Ulvil < ode so as 
to read as follows : “ A corporation is a creature of 
the law, haviug certain powi rs and duties of a natu­ 
ral pers n. Being created by the law, it may con­ 
tinue for any length of rime which the law gtrc- 
scribes ; bat the refusal of any corporation to com­ 
ply with the laws of the Stat.-, or to pay to the State 
the taxes levied and assessed upon its property, or 
to regulate its freights, fares or toils in aceotdance 
with the law? of this otate, shall destroy its person­ 
ality, and it shall be no longer entitled to protection 
under the laws of this State, or to the p-ocefse- of 
any Court of this State In any action for its protec­ 
tion.” 
By Culver, Coroner to appoint an assistant to bold 
autop-ics. 
By Campbell, organizing and defining the duties 
and payment of salaries of the Raiiroad Co a. mis­ 
sion. 
By C-.-Ieman, 'or the relief of the Pacific Transfer 
Company. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Under consideration of the genera] appropriation 
hilt in Committee of the Whole, the item of §4,000, 
for two years, for salary for bookkeeper io the office 
of State Controller, was reduced to §3,230. 
A motion by Brown of Aliuuda, t, i strike out the 
88,600 appropriatco for the Deputy Sugierintendent 
of Public Infraction, and iosert §4,S03, was lost. 
The item of §40u for tho office of the Adjutant- 
General was reduced to §200. 
Mathews moved to reduce the item of $133,000, 
for maintenance of the National Guard, to §i:‘.0,000. 
Tiersii- v moved to amend the amendment by iu. 
setting §80,C60 instead of §120,000. 
Without taking action the committee rose and 
reported progra-a upon the bill. 
Campbeli’s concurrent resolution, emending Sec­ 
tion 9 of Article Xllf. of the Constitution, was read 
the a cond tinte. 
Assembly concurrent resolution, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution of the otate of Cal­ 
ifornia, i- relation to the ses-ions of the Gtgisl .ture, 
wjg next considered. The bill provides iliat the ses­ 
sions of tiie Legislature snail be eighty days instead 
of sixty days. 


Cntter move i to strike out the words eighty days 
and insert the words ninety days. 
The motion was debated by Messrs. Cutter, Rhicl, 
Doty and others, and upon voto being taken was 
lost. The resolution w»s then debated by a vote of 
41 ayes to 30 noes—not beii g two thirds. 
Cutter gave notice that he would to day make a 
motion to reconsider. 
The concurrent resolution introduced by Farley, 
amending Section 12 of Article X III, was then taken 
up. iThis provides that the pull tax shall be paid 
into the Echooi fund of the county or the city and 
county wherein 1t is collected.j 
A motion by Heath to amend bvexempting acting 
unpaid firemen fr .m the payment of the tax was 
lost. The resYution on a call of the roll was then 
lost. 
Farley gave notice that he would on to-day move 
to reconsider the vote whereby the resolution was 
defeated. 
S. B. 10, introduced by McCiurc, was taken 
up for cousi'itration. 1 his amend, the Constitution 
relating to Btreet work. The bill provoked a lively 
debate, and was adopted—68 ayes, 2 noes. 
Barry gave notice that on to morrow he would 
move for a reconsideration cf the vote whereby 
the bill was passed. 
■ 
COMMITTEES. 
A joint meeting of the Senate and Assembly 
Yoseiuite Committees was held yesterd,y in the 
Cover or’s rtfica. at which most c f the members 
of the Yoeemitc Valley and Big Tiecs Comm Prion 
were present. The Stcre'ary of tb-j B card ■ f Com 
trissioiters- i’ev. Jt. C. Brigas—rendered a report 
of the operations of the Boatd, which, being cum­ 
pa red with the vouchers, showed his accounts to be 
correct. 
Mr. Conway, who had made a complaint before 
tho committee and to the public through a circular 
quite extensively sent out, was allowed to appear 
hefore the committee and make his statement. He 
occupied much time, was questioned by the com­ 
mittee and members of the Foard, and became 
much excited npon the subject. Members of the 
committee, however, seemed to be sa igfied that 
the Board of Commissioners had only dona what 
wastibeir duty between Mr. Conway aud the public 
in reference to the matter about which the latter 
complained, and which was relative to a trait pur­ 
chased by the Board aud made free to visitors. 


HIGHER EDUCATION. 


The Aims, Purposes, Standing and Success 
o t the State University of California. 


E d s . R ec o r d U n io n : 
Having twice re- 
cantty noticed with pleasure, iuycur editorial 
column?, brief discussions upon matters per­ 
taining to the University cf California, de­ 
noting an encouraging animus, and as said 
institution is at this time sat j set to legislative 
assistance, or indifference, a few general 
statements upon the question of universities, 
or the Stats University in particular, may 
not be out of place or aesumicg. 
In the first plsce, what isa univerfify? 
and what distinguishes a university from a 
college ? 
The Latió unircrstlas signifies, “ the whole 
system of created things 
the universe, em­ 
bracing mind, substance and space, a concep­ 
tion not designed for the h u m a D mind’s en­ 
joyment, being coincident with the infinite. 
From it is derived our word university, and 
defined to be “ a corporation, consisting of 
the teachers or student?, or teachers and 
students, of an educational institution, em­ 
powered to coufer degrers on one or more 
faculties.1' Therefore, ruore practically speak­ 
ing, it is “ an asiemblag) of colleges, estab­ 
lished in any place, with professors for in­ 
structing students in the sciences and other 
branches of learning, and where degrees are 
conferred.” In other words, 
A UNIVERSAL SCHOOL, 
In which are taught all branches of learricr, 
or the four faculties of theology, medicine, 
law, and the sciencts and arts. Hence its 
distinction from a college, in which is given 
instruction ia the ordinary course of general 
culture and academic education, or instruc­ 
tion in any ono special branch of ¡earning. 
A university is calculated to do great good 
when properly encouraged and patruni ed, 
serving its purpose with most excellent re­ 
sults, disseminatirg information, distributing 
knowledge, tending to enlighten and improve 
the average intellectuality cf the maseea—if 
this is conceded det¡rabie or praetia&l i ensfit. 
Fcr every graduate is axeraged as mentally 
improving ten otheis, either by direct instruc­ 
tion or otherwise. That a univ rsity does 
good in its mental (and physical) trair.ing 
nobody will deny, except thoee who disap­ 
prove of higher education. 
Is is designed for 
the maturer s’udiL',, rather than tho careless 
youth, and its courses call forth actual, re­ 
flective 
labor. 
No 
student 
under 
16 
years of age is eligible to our State Uni­ 
versity's halls, owing to the comparatively 
advanced requirements and impartial rigor in 
all rxactions and department?. 
Ohio, at one time regarded a far western 
State, was populated by hardy pioneer?. 
Their son'*, ecjoyicg educational facilities, 
have developed many of the nation’s most 
promieent men. Illinois similarly, and the 
same po-ibuities, at least, are open to this 
State, provided it patronizes 
HIGHER EDUCATION 
Itj at least one university, finishing some 
literary men and implanting the rudiments of 
science in many. In the State cf Michigan 
a university is successful. 
As an institution 
it it lofty, commanding veneration and re­ 
spect, and ranks sc-cond in importance with the 
Capitoh 
The legislator who can ?ecn-e a 
liberal appropriation is the popular man— 
heretofore the contrary in this State. 
The 
office and rppointment of Regent is consid­ 
ered par to that of Governor. Libraries, labor­ 
atories, collections, statistics and fine art— 
all within reach cf communication of tho 
humblest citizsn of tho State—makes the 
university at Ann Atb r justly popular. Not 
long ?ince there wpre 1,200 regular and special 
students in its attendance. 
Cornell Uni- 
versitv is similarly regarded in itscrmmunity. 
The- University of tho State of Virginia, 
thf.ugh not so liberally attended, ranks very 
prominently in point cf efficiency and taor 
oughnes?. 
In March, 1868, tha College of California 
was chartered by the State as the University 
of California, and moved shortly thereafter 
from Oakland to Berkeley. 
At the time of 
its incrrporation, by establishing in connec­ 
tion with its other departments, a 
COLLEGE OF AGBICÜLTUKE, 
It availed itself cf a national endowment, 
awarded by Congress t“ the respective State 
universities promulgating this department 
of usefulness.. At the same time it was em 
powered by the State to confer regular 
academical degrees in a classical and literary 
course, assist in agriiultnre, civil engineer 
ing, mechanical engineeri g, mining engi 
neering and chemistry, and special courses in 
medicine, 
law. aud recently dentistry— 
through the Toland Medicil School, Hastings 
College of the Law and Cogswell College of 
Denti-try, respectively, at San Francisco. 
The institution being non-sectsrian, its orga­ 
nization does not admit of a theological sem­ 
inary in its curriculum, but lectures are fre­ 
quent from clergymen of all denominations 
irrespective, and religious societies 
exist 
amoDg the students, bible s.-eislirs, etc. The 
departments of mathematics and civil engi­ 
neering are conducted upon the West Point 
regime and system, the former department 
heretofore under Professor Wm. T. Welcker, 
incumbent Superintendent cf Public Instruc­ 
tion, a valuable acquisition to the State edu­ 
cational deportment?. Thoroughness has al 
ways attended the onrses and its work. 
Berkeley, the University seat, near Oak­ 
land, is an accessible center, and the build­ 
ings occupy a picturefijue and appropriate 
site for a grand educational monument. 
It is 
within fifty minute»’ rapid transit from the 
metropolis, where collections could be easily 
consulted, visited or referred to by practical 
mining men, er.gioeors or scientists from 
abroad, with mineralogists, chemists, natural­ 
ists, curator?, engineers, librarians and pro­ 
fessors always ready to furnish correct and 
exhaustive information upon the thecret- 
cal or 
PRACTICAL DISCUSSION 
Of aDy question or substance. Of these facts 
any one interested can be satisfied by a de­ 
liberate visit to the institution, where, if ca­ 
pable of judging, they are quite sure to be 
pleased. 
There are five buildirgs nt present in ser­ 
vice, all of which command » full view of 
San Francisco Bay, Golden Gate, etc , which 
may he enumerated, viz: The north hail 
(College of Tetters), containing, besides lect­ 
ure and recitatioL'-room?, a reading-room, 
armory, students’ printing office, and collec­ 
tions of civil engineering and phyeictl appa­ 
ratus j the ecuth hall (College of Agriculture 
and Chemistry), containing besides lecture 
and recitation-rootr s, chiroioal and agricult­ 
ural laoorstorb?, mineral collections (Hanks, 
Vay, Piache, etc.,) and ntmeum ; the Mining 
and Mechanic Arts building, containing, be­ 
sides lecture and íecitation-rciom?, r-ssaylog 
laboratories End collections of mining e.nd 
general machinery; the Bacon Hall of Art 
and Sen!ptare, containing the library (20,000 
volume?), and collection of painting and stat­ 
uary; ard the Harmon gymnasium, The 
University Cadets, a local battalion nf the 
National Guard of California, commanded by 
Colonel George C. Edwards, is a very effi­ 
cient corps aud_ productive of much good. 
The University is attended alike by the 
sons of rich and po-r men, with a preponder­ 
ance of students in hnmble circumstances. 
Many wealthy California parents send their 
rods to Yale, Harvard and other Eastern 
Universities, not because the instruction is 
better or tbe conree more rigorous, but be­ 
cause of incrcaaed facilities for society ; 
THE FACULTIES 
Larger and available, eminent lecturers more 
numerous. Not that tbe Eastern collegian 
gets a more useful or thorough education, for 
the credentials of the degree of the Universi­ 
ty of California are already most gratifying. 
Tbe thoroughness of its instruction has placed 
it prominent among American nniversitie;, 
as may be very readily proven. 
Its student 
journals exchange witti some 108 different col­ 
leges and univetsitiee throughout the United 
States and foreign ccuntries. 
In its Preei- 
dent is required a man of as great versatility, 
z-al and executive ability as in the President 
of Harvard University; for although ertab 
liahed but fifteen years since, it is gradually 


popularizing itself in the minds of the citi­ 
zens of the State, and is susceptible of Har­ 
vard’s greatness with time and encourage­ 
ment. 
The R e co b d -U n io n correctly stated one of 
the only two possible reasons why our State 
University was not similarly patronized by 
great numbers of students (that is, in exce?s 
of five hundred), in that the rew Constitu­ 
tion fails to provide for high schools, leaving 
their support to cities, whereby the city boy 
ia better educated than the country boy, 
generally speaking, unless the expense of pri­ 
vate instruction can be afforded, 
FOB THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL COURSE 
Is not quite sufficient to meet University re­ 
quirements, tending to leave an ucbridged 
gap in the common school system, a misfor­ 
tune to the youth of the State, a* well as to 
the University, with its thorough course open 
to all Californians who can pass its entrance 
examinations. 
Cannot legislation be enacted 
to reconcile this inconsistency? 
If not, 
wherein ia the policy or profit to the press, 
throughout the State, in continual hzra-aing 
the institution, attackiEgits organization, an­ 
tagonizing its existance and exaggerating into 
enormity every freak of its students ? These 
declamations bespeak either misunderstand­ 
ing or ignorance on the part of writers, being 
seldom indulged in by those who have ever 
visited Berkeley, acquainted themselves with 
its accomplishment?, or appreciate its motive?, 
excepting editors who oppose higher educa­ 
tion entirely. 
The San Francisco Bulletin 
and Call, Oakland Tribune and Recobd- 
U n io n have teen the only outspoken advo­ 
cates in the press of maintaining a true Uni­ 
versity on tbi< coast, the advantage of which 
cannot be < vjnstiina’ed. Tne second, aud 
only remaining 
SOURCE OF DISPARAGEMENT 
To the University might proceed from lack 
of appreciation of its work by the citiz.-ns of 
the State, and consequent lack of appropri­ 
ation from the Legislature. 
Politics should 
not deter a Legislature from appropriating 
for educational purposes. 
The 
Regency 
should be from men of culture and attain­ 
ments, irrespective of politics. 
If they hap­ 
pen to have wealth and can by personal mu­ 
nificence endow the University, establishing 
chairs of practical utility and usefulness— 
the more worthy and desirable their 
APPOINTMENT AND CONFIRMATION. 
The Faculty (elected upon its professional 
meritB. Similarly as the tree is known by its 
fiuits, and a mau by his work?, the alma ma­ 
ter is judged by her alumni, ard the achieve­ 
ments of the alumni of onr Univereityof Cal­ 
ifornia are necessarily interesting and gratify­ 
ing to those who commend work.

REDUCED COST OF 
TRANSPORTATION. 


A meeting of tha Ship-owners’ Assoe’ation, 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the Board cf 
Trade of S?.u Francisco, was held in that 
city about two weeks pitice, at which a reso­ 
lution given below was passed. The three 
organizations, thus iu joint session, and tak­ 
ing this action, ere highly representative 
bodies, aud the deliberate declaration made 
hy them in the resolution, as to the great re­ 
duction in the cost of transportation, eaueed 
by railroad competition, furnishes a chapter 
of unintended but deeply important and un­ 
questionable evidence, which upon those not 
governed by prtjudice nir seeking personal 
ends, should go tar towards solving the ques­ 
tion of right, and the dutycf Assemblymen 
and Senators upon the several railroad bills 
now pending in the Legislature. The resolu­ 
tion is in these word?, and upon it tho Argo­ 
naut makes the pointed remarks which fol­ 
low it : 
. 
Resolved, That the aggressive attitude cf the 
overland railroads toward 
the shipping, that 
has heretofore been their only rival in the Cali­ 
fornia 
freighting business, 
should excite the 
attention 
and solicitude 
of 
all 
who 
hold 
dear the liberty of tho citizen and the good 
of 
the Slate. 
That inward 
freights by sea 
to 
San Francfco have been so reduced by 
railroad corugietition that no vessel can gray ex­ 
penses, including the jK>it charges of the most ex­ 
pensive port in the world, on any inward voyage 
subject to that competition. Tli.it now that tho 
railroads are in 
position to 
control outward 
freight likewise, so that high rates by sea can 
never again be obtainable, the reduction of our port 
charges lias become an absolute necessity, in default 
whereof shigiping m us, Inevitably cease to seek a 
port so distant, isolated, and costly as ours. 
Lot every line of this resolution be analj z d 
by the producing classes of this State, by ttie 
consumer, tbe farmer and interior trader, the 
mechanic and workingman, and they will 
gather some new ideas regarding the aggres­ 
sive attitude of railroads toward shipping; 
their minds will open to a more intelligent 
compreh(nsion of some of the causes that 
have combiped—and we should now use an 
unmeaning expression if we said had ** con­ 
spired ”—to manufacture an unfriendly soiti- 
ment against railroads. What doeB “rivalry” 
in transportation mean but cheap freights 
and fares? What does cheap transportation 
of farm produce mean but high prices ? What 
does railroad rivalry with ships in inward 
aud outward freights mean but a reduced 
cost to everything we consume, and an en­ 
hanced value to everything we produce for 
sale? This question should indeed “ excite 
tli3 attention and solicitude of all who hold 
dear tho liberly of the citizen and the good 
of the State.” 
"Liberty of the citizen” 
means freedom from the conspiracy of trade. 
The “ good of the State” means immunity 
from the dishonest, exact ocs of commerce. 
If it is true that “ inward freight by tea has 
been so reduced by railroad competition that 
no vessfl csn pay expenses on any inward 
voyegp,” does it not prove that the railroads 
are doing our bmdaees at a less cost than tLe 
ships, and 
that railroad?, as 
compared 
with cosan navigation, 
are to bo 
fos­ 
tered and eccinrsgedjrathfr than vilified and 
denounced? If it ia true that “ the railroads 
a t b t.ow in position to control outwxrd height 
likewise,” so that high rates by sea can never 
again be attainable, is it not to ihe credit of 
railroad owners nod managers? It is not a 
splendid triumph that they can by stesta and 
Bteel succjiatully compote with the oak and 
iron leviathans of the sea? Is it not a com­ 
plete “ dead give away ” for ship-owners and 
merchants to thn? confess that railroads have 
rendered high freights on outward-bound Out­ 
goes impossible for all coming time ? 


R a i l w a y S c h o o l s 
i n R u s s ia . — There 
are at present thirty-three railway schools 
in Russia to furnish capable native officials, 
etc., for the lines of the ountry. 
A short 
time ago it was impossible io find fairly, 
educated natives for the service, and even 
now half the locomotive-arivers in Russia 
are German. 
Twenty years ago, for ex­ 
ample, there were, on a stretch of only 
twenty-tive miles, four station officials who 
could not read or write, and had to employ 
a clerk for the purpose. 
These schools 
now furnish engineers, locomotive drivers, 
station officials, stokers and telegraphists. 
Tho pupils are chiefly sons of railway and 
telegraph officials. 
The course is three 
years in length, and, in many cases, two 
years of probation are added. 
A one-yesr 
preparatory course is provided for those 
who, at the outset, can neither read nor 
write. 
Afterwards, the pupils must re­ 
main at least two years in the service of 
the railway whose schools they hive at­ 
tended. 
These schools are cot yet beyond 
the experimental stage. 
One of the oldest 
of them (founded in 1872) has supplied 
twenty-five of its pnpils to the railway 
service.

The examination of F . X Bauer, charged

which was continued on Tuesday for the 
w ant of a shorthand reporter, was resumed 
in the Police C ourt yesterday. 
Dr. Voeller 
had testified the day before th at ha found 
strychnine in a package cf ccffee th at had 
been tskeu from M rs. Bauer’s room. 
Yestor- 
day the first witness called was Airs. Bausr 
She testified about as follows : On the 13 -,h of 
January, 1883, I purchased a package of cof­ 
fee ; used some th at night and fonDd it good ; 
the next day I went down to Ree my m other; 
left home about noon; M r. Bauer was there 
when I le ft; I came bank about 6 o’clock ; the 
next morning I made some coffee for myself 
and ch ild ; the little girl di-covered th at it 
W.13 bitter ; I tried it and found it was ; it 
made us both tick ; I searched the coffee and 
found some white substance which was like 
epsom ealfs ; sent for Dr. V oeller; he ex­ 
amined the coffee aud found th at the white 
Bubstance was strychnine ; have had trouble 
with my husband, Mr. B au er; a divorce 
suit is pending ; had a suit about the prop­ 
erty, and the Court decided in my fav o r; 
the defendant often threatened 
me, and 
threatened to barn the house; he waB very 
ugly and mean after the s u it; my fan was ia 
my room when I le f t; the fan was in Bauer’s 
possession when arrested ; the furniture was 
cat and m vffied; the doors were c u t; the 
hail was littered with dirt ; the door was 
locked when I came home just as I left i t ; 
Bauer had a key th at fitted my door; the 
package of c ffes now ia Court is the pack­ 
age from which the globule: cf strychuine 
were tak en ; officer Jackson took the pack­ 
age ; the defendant was in the habit cf using 
poison on anim als; he had two bottlss of 
strychuine which he used to poison his own 
dog and guinea pigs, and when I asked 
him 
why he poisoned his pats he an­ 
swered th at it gave him p'eature to do so. 
Witness testified to the finding of the noison 
in the coffee and taking it to Dr. Voffer. 
The next witners was Frances Bauer, a 
daughter of defendant, aged 12 years. 
She 
was on the stand for about two hcure, and 
was rigidly cross-rxamiaed. 
H er testimony 
was a corroboration of Mrs. Bauer’s in nearly 
every particular. 
Mrs. Colvflle aud Mrs. 
Fannie Colville, next-door neighbors to the 
defendant, testified th at Bauer remained at 
home until 3 o’clock on the Sunday the poi­ 
son is alleged to have been u y d .

CURRENT NOTES. 


Life for th9 hopeful in youth is full of 
to-morrow . 
The old m an tvho lives on yes­ 
terday has a slender diet and little com­ 
fort. 
An English paper asserts th a t it costs as 
much to transport a bushel of w heat 
tw elve miles on a tu rn p ik e road in Eng­ 
land as from an A m erican seaport across 
the broad A tlantic. 
A use has a t last been found for the Can­ 
ada thistle. A shephtrd in South A ustralia 
asserts th a t they furnish moro and b e tter 
food for sheep during a protracted drought 
th an any other plant. 
The flower-bnds are 
eaten by larabs in preference to any kind 
of grass. 
Starfish have appeared in great num bers 
on the oyster-beds aloDg the Sound shore 
in Connecticut. Tbe oyaterm en are greatly 
alarm ed, as these fish, if allowed to re­ 
main, soon destroy the bivalves. 
M any 
oysterm en have been busy for weeks ta k ­ 
ing the fish from th eir beds. 
There are 12,000 head of Jersey cattle 
in the Isle of Jersey, and 6,000 on the Isle 
of G uernsey. 
The exportations from both 
are nearly 3,000 head. 
The im portation 
of cattle to these islands is strictly pro­ 
hibited, and no vessel having a horned 
beast on board ia allowed to enter any of 
th eir ports. 
“ So you ara back in th e city again?’’ 
said one laboring man to another ; “ thought 
you found em ploym ent in the country ?" 
“ So I did, b ut you see the old farm er went, 
to w ork and stru n g th9 whole farm all over 
w ith barbed wire, so I q u it and come 
home. 
T here ia a tim e to w ork and a timo 
to rest, b u t you can’t rest on a barbad-w ire 
fence.”

T he M assachusetts Supremo C ourt has 
decided th a t liquor dealers cannot evade 
tha law which prohibits tha sale of liquor 
w ithin 400 feet of a school-house. 
The ef­ 
fect will be to prevent about 150 dealers 
carrying on busiurss in th eir present loca­ 
tions. 
The liquor dealers thought they 
could avoid interference by boarding up 
th e principal entrance on the street near a 
school-house, m aking new entrances from 
other streets. 
A new branch of industry has sprung up 
in Sweden lately— the m anufacture cf pa­ 
per from moss ; not from the living plant, 
but from the bleached and blanched re­ 
m ains of masses th a t liv^d centuries ago, 
and of which enormous masses have accu­ 
m ulated in m ost parts of Sweden. 
A 
m anufactory of paper from this m aterial 
has begun operations near Joeokaepinur, 
and is turning cu t paper in all degrees of 
excellence, from tissue to eheets three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness.
